“The station is available seven days a week, 24 hours a day. 
The station is kept locked; the key may be obtained for the asking, from 
the receptionist or guard on duty in the lobby. Ask for the key. 
show your current TRW/ARC membership card, and sign the station entry 
log. You may then take the key, go upstairs, unlock the station 
do as you please and stay as long as you like. Upon leaving, return 
the key to the receptionist, who will log you out. 


WHAT'S IN THE STATION AND HOW TO USE IT 


W6TRW has at present two operating positions. The VHF position provides 
2-meter FM capability, using either the single-frequency Lafayette 
transceiver (transmits on 147.5) or the ICOM-230 (often out on loan). 
The HF position provides SSB or CW service on 80, 40, 20, 15 and 10 
meters, The rig is the Swan 500 with outhoard VFO. There are dipoles 
for 80 and 40 meters, and a TH6DX beam for 20, 15 and 10. Antenna 

(or dummy load) selection is by means of a coax switch mounted near 

the transceiver. Tuneup instructions for the Swan are kept in the 
drawer in the table. 


Each operating position has a standard ARRL station log. Because we 
have a multi-operator club station, it is necessary to be a little 
more rigorous about logging than the current FCC regs require, Each 
contact should be entered, plus the name and call sign of the operator. 


It is club policy to encourage the sending of QSLs for all W6TRW 
contacts. There is a stack of stamped cards at the HF operating 
position, and current US and DX callbooks are also provided.

All members are urged to use W6TRW, and to make recommendations on 
station equipment and utilization. If you have any station-connected 
questions, please call K6YQ (Trustee), KG6HPD (Activity Manager) or 
K6AWO (President).
